BAD RAIN BREAKS UP ENCAMPMENT. 


Two Inches of Water Fall on 3,800 Re- 
Viewers and 2,500 Militiamen at In- 
dianapolis and a Panic Follows. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 30.—[Special.J—A 
downpour ot two inches of rain in eight 
minutes’ time broke up the State militia en- 
campment this afternoon. 

x Three thousind men and women in their 

Sunday best and the Governor and his 
staff were reviewing the 2,500 troops when 


the storm broke. There was no shelter to 


reach. Many feared a cyclone, and flopped 
down on the ground, only to be trampled into 
panic followed. Hundreds ran 
they knew not whither, because there was 
no place to get in out of the wet, the parade 
ground being so completely isolated from 
any houses. Numerous cotlisions occurred 


| between people in the blinding rain, 


The Governor ordered a retreat from the 
bugler. It was sounded and the troops 
marched for their tents double-quick. They 
should have been quicker than that, for be- 
fore they could reach the canvas shelter 
the wind had destroyed their usefulness. 
Excepting the commissary tent there was 
no hiding place. 

After the storm the march to town was 
taken up. It was an aggregation of 
“ soaks of a sort and number never before 
gathered together here. Summer organdle 
dresses and duck trousers resembled well- 
used dish rags. ‘ 

The troops were ordered home to prevent 
sickness. 

Athens, O., July 80.—It is reported from 
Gloucester; a mining camp in the Sunday 
Creek Valley, that fifteen deaths have re- 
sulted from last night’s storm. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 80.—Today’s storm 
was a repetition of the violent wind and 
rain of the 27th. Two fatalities are re- 
ported from Duquesne. Houses were struck 
by lightning and partly destroyed by wind. 

Steubenville, O., July 30.—[{Special.]-.Two 
hundred persons are homeless as a result of 
the cloudburst, which poured down almost 
immeasurable volumes of water on this city 
and vicinity. Little runs became roaring 
streams and washed away houses, barns, 
and bridges. The damage is estimated at

Olney’s Visit at Falmouth. 

Secretary Olney’s hurried trip to Falmouth 
a few days ago is considered to have been 
inspired by information received from Con- 
sul-General Fitzhugh Lee, which was laid 
before the President as soon as possible. 

Stripped of all attempts at glossing over 
matters or putting things in a different 
light from what really exists it is the im- 
pression here that Mr. Lee’s communi- 
cation was anything but favorable to the 
cause of the insurgents in Cuba. Hardly 
was the entry on the report of the Secretary 
of State to his chief made ere the announce- 
ment comes that the people of this country 
must not encourage the insurgents in any 
manner, shape, or form, but must maintaina 
strict neutrality. ° 

Great stress has been laid by Spain on 
its friendly disposition toward the United 
States, as was shown by the payment of the 
celebrated Mora claim, which aggregated 
$1,500,000. Ever since that sum was paid 
over to the United States Government for 
the claimant there has been no let up onthe 
part of the Spanish Government or its rep- 
resentatives at Washington as to the neces- 
sity which existed for a reciprocation of 
* avowed friendliness. In fact, there 
Akte some people who go so far as to say that 
this money was a mere bribe on the part of 
Spain to induce the United States to keep 
out of the Cuban insurrection. One thing 
is certain, but for the existence of trouble 
in Cuba Don! Mora might have whistled 
for his money for the remainder of the nine- 
teenth century, as he had been doing for the 
quarter of a century preceding 1806. 

Those who anticipated/a ringing message 
from the Chief Magistrate of the United 
States in support of the insurgents’ cause in 
Cuba do«not attempt to conceal their dis- 
appointment over the proclamation which 
has been concocted on the coast of Massa- 
chusetts. 

It was said the President would make such 
a stir in the pending campaign with his 
Cuban message that it might again result in 
his nomination for a third term, but this is 
out of the question now, for he has aligned 
himself squarely on the side of Spain in 
this controversy, and the Cortes will echo 
his sentiments with no uncertain sign of 
approval. * 

Spain has been intriguing all along for just 
such an expression of opinion from Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and it is not likely in view of 
his success in this direction that there will 
be any further complaint from Madrid as to 
the diplomaticability of the Spanish Minis- 
ter to the United States. He has been untir- 
ing in his efforts to bring about such an at- 
titude on the part of the administration in 
this country, and how well he has succeeded

Crossing Not Protected.

115 Humboldt boulevard, was standing at 
his post and waved his flag of danger as the 
carriage approached and also blew a whistle. 

The engine pilot struck the carriage broad- 
side. Nellie Hindle was thrown high into 
the air, dropping on the hard pavement a 
dozen feet away. Sadie White was caught 
by the pilot and dragged under the engine, 
and then pulled along the ground for fifty 
vards. The engine was backed up in order 
to pull the injured girl from beneathit. The 


driver was thrown into the air, but was tan- 


gled in the ‘lines, and the scared horses 
dragged him along the ground for a consider- 
able distance. 

Dr. John Struble, No. 171 Humboldt bou- 
levard, heard the train whistle and came run- 
ning to the scene of the accident. He imme- 
diately gave attention to the injured girls. 
Both children were conscious, Nellie Hindle 
being able to stand alone. Sadie White, 
after being pulled from beneath the engine, 
was carried to a shady spot behind the little 
flag station. Her first words were a question 
as to whether her friend was hurt. 


Taken to the Hospital. 

Ti ambulance from the North Avenue 
Police Station was called immediately and 
the two girls were sent to St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital. After Dr. Struble had dressed the 
wounds of the driver he was arrested by 
Sergt. Danner and locked up to await the 
result of the injuries of the White child. 

According to Nellie Hindle, she was sitting 
on the front seat of the carriage, when she 
heard the train whistle. She saw the dan- 
ger an jumped over on the back seat of the 
carriage alongside her friend. The next 
she remembered she was in the arms of a 
man who had picked her up. 

The police are of the opinion that the 
driver is at fault. Dr. Struble, who dressed 
his wounds, believes the man was under the 
influence of liquor. R. F. Racine, an eye-

The accident took place at the crossing of 
the West Jersey and Atlantic City railroads, 
the former operated by the Pennsylvania 
railroad system, and the latter by the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading. Just beyond the 
crossing is the block-house, where the sig- 
nals are given for passing trains.

Poetic in the Presence of Death. 

An Associated Press reporter was on-one 
of the first relief trains sent out by the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and he was the first 
newspaper reporter on the scene. The train 
was in charge of a number of railroad offi- 
cials and Prosecutor Perry of Atlantic 
County. It drew up in the darkness a few 
feet this side of the fatal point. The scene 
was Wildly picturesque. It was canopled by a 
starlit sky, with a blood-red moon, aimost 
at the full, shining in the far backgroum, | 
and the brilliant maze of lights glimmé@fing’ 
from the city beyond, the gayety of which 
has been suddenly eclipsed by the most aw- 
ful catastrophe in its history.

HE POINTS OUT INJUSTICE TO MAJ. 
MARSHALL’S REPORT. 


Absence of Full Information Causes 
Premature Judgment—Recommen- 
dations as to This Port’s Needs En- 
tirely Disinterested—How Vessels 
for Twenty-Foot Channels Are Shut 
Out of the Chicago River—Facts 
Which Must Be Confronted. 


Tux TRIBUNE presents to its readers the 
following communication from Capt. J. . 
Dunham, President of the Dunham Towing 
and Wrecking company, bearing upon a pub- 
lished interview with Capt. Dunham in refer- 
ente to the report of Maj.

Marshall merely followed out the orders of 
his superior. He tells many things which 
will not be pleasant reading to the people of 
Chicago, but so far as I can see not a state- 
ment can be denied, with due regard to the 
truth, 

Chicago Losing Its Commerce. 


„Ihe fact is, the old port of Chicago is 
losing its commerce, and the causes for it 
are given in this report. The obstacles in 
the way of the improvement of the river are 
covered fully and impartially. What these 
obstacles are few who have not studied the 
question have an accura‘e idea. For one 1 
have always thought they could be over- 
come, and that has been the purpose of me 
River Improvement Association. But Jam 
now convinced, more than ever before, that 
these obstacles cannot be overcome, except 
by the united and persistent efforts of the 
citizens of Chicago. Indf€criminate abuse of 
an United States Engin , who in the course 
of his official duty calls attention to them, 
will make no headway. : 

Before the opening of navigation next 
spring there will be twenty feet of water be- 
tween all the great lakes, except Lake Un- 
tario. The harbors of Buffalo, Cleveland, 
Ashtabula, Manitowoc, and the Calumet will 
have twenty feet of water.

„Everybody admits the deplorable con- 


| ition,” he said, but how are we to obtain 


the needed relief?. I had a conference with 
Maj. Marshall and some others a short time 
ago, during which he estimated the cost of 
making the improvements suggested at 
$31,000,000. Now it is perfectly apparent to 
any one that this city is in no condition to 
undertake any such an obligation as that. 
That is simply out of the question. 

Besides this there is the drainage canal 
and several other collateral difficulties to be 
considered, which are somewhat confusing 
to any one but an expert. The experts Say 
that deepening the river to twenty-two feet 
will increase the current of the river a milc 
and a half an hour, and Capt. Dunham says 
this will destroy navigation along it. I don't 
know anything about it, and for this reason 
I say it takes an expert to venture an opinion 
on the subject. 

“T sincerely hope that Capt. Dunham will 
succeed in educating public opinion in the 
matter and accomplishing the results aimed 
at, but I confess my inability just at present 
to point out any practical remedy. 

It is easy to generalize in this matter, as 
it is.on the subject of obtaining a proper 
compensation from street railroad compa- 
nies for franchises, but it is a different mat-

He also says that the cell which he occu- 
pies is infested with vermin and that he Is

unless they are released symptoms of. ty- 
phoid will develop and the jail will be quar- 
antined. 0 

Two of the six men arrested last week are 
now in a hospital here, suffering from ty- 
phold-fever which developed during their 
incarceration.

Thomas Peaterson Attempts to Stop a 
Runaway Horse and Receives In- 
Juries Likely to Prove Fatal.

Thomas Peaterson, a Dane, No. 2623 Pra- 
rie avehue, bravely rescued a little child 
from almost instant death yesterday after- 
noon and, as a result, is now lying at Mercy 
Hospital with a fractured skull and severe 
internal injuries that will likely prove fatal. 

Peaterson, a laborer, was standing near 
his home and was attracted by loud shout- 
ing. Looking south on Prairie avenue he 
saw a runaway horse coming toward him at 
a rapid speed. Several persons had attempt- 
ed to stop it, and Peaterson decided not to 
interfere with the animal. 

Then he saw a 5-year-old child crossing 
the street nearly half a block away. Think- 
ing the child would be run over Peaterson 
ran into the street and caught hold of the 
bridle. with his right hand. Hé tugged at 
the reins and was dragged nearly a block. 

Had the horse kept straight ahead the 
child would have been run over, but the sud- 
den jerk at the reins caused it to turn sud- 
denly to the other side of the street. 

After dragging Peaterson for a block the“ 
horse dashed toward the sidewalk. Peater- 
son Was thrown against a hay wagon with 
great force And rendered unconscious, while 
the horse kept on its mad run. 

A score or more persons hurried to the aid 
of Peaterson and sent him to the hospital.’

DECISION IN THE REMICKE CASE, 
Two Widows Fight for the Estate of 
m Late Chicago Attorney. 

St. Paul, Minn., July 30.—[Special.]—Judge 
of Probate Glenn of Renville County today 
decided the celebrated Remicke estate con- 


titioner, Matilda Rémicke, with whom ithe 
attorney lived during his later years, and 
with whom he had entered into a legal mar- 
riagé contract. The estate is estimated at 
$100,000. ; : 

Charles F. Remicke was a Chicago attor- 
‘ney, and acquired property in Chicago and 
in the coal.fields of Illinois, estimated to be 
worth over $80,000. During his residence 
there he lived with a woman who became 
known as Lottie Remicke, his wife. They 
finally separated and Remicke drifted west 
and settled on a farm in Renville County. 
Here he met a widow, who, about two years 
ago, he married, and she became known as 
Matilda Remicke. 

In October last year Remicke died without 
leaving a will. In December his wife pe- 
titioned ‘the Probate Court of Renville 
County for letters granting to her the right 
of administratrix of the property. At that 
time Lottie Remicke Cole appeared as a con- 
testant, claiming that she was the lawful 
widow. In the meantime the revenues se- 
cured from the property of the deceased in 
Ghicago are being setzed by Lottie Remicke 
Cole, who is in full possession, and the 
revenues from the Renville County property 
are seized by Matilda Remicke, who is in 
full charge of the Renville property.

CAPT. DUNHAM IS INTERVIEWED. 
By Word of Mouth He Fortifies His 
Statement in Writing. 

Capt. J. 8. Dunham talked yesterday with 
a reporter for THE TRIBUNE on his change 
of mind with regard to Maj. Marshall's re- 
port(as to the practicable way of remedying 
the admitted defects of Chicago in meeting 
the navigation demands now made. Capt. 
Dunham spoke after a careful perusal of 
the report. . 
„ Nad only an imperfect knowledge of 
the report,“ he said, when I first expressed 
myself regarding it, but I have since read 
it through carefully, and am convinced that 

it is entirely sound. 

There can be no question as to the need of 
radical improvements in the river if Chicago 
is to continue to handle the mariné business 
which of right belongs to it. Every man 
who has a knowledge of the business knows 


-how it has been drifting away from this 
city, and it will continue to do so more rap- 


idiy in the future unless the river is im- 
proved, for the reason that the tendency ts 
toward the construction of large boats, such 
as cannot navigate the river. 

“Charters are being made at South Chi- 
cago at lower rates than can be made here 
for this reason. 
Senator, one of these large boats, accepted 
a charter of oats at seven-eighths of a cent 
in South Chicago, while a cent is being paid 
here. There can be no doubt as to the effect 
of this difference in rates. As an illustra- 
tion of the keen competition which exists 
among car rs, I know of a charter of $35,- 
000 worth’ot grain hanging for two hours on 
a difference of 812.50. 

Chicagwo Must Act. 

It is clear in my mind that the initiative 
in this matter must come from Chicago, as 
Maj. Marshall suggests The mere dredging 
of the river is not a factor of particular mo- 
ment. It is the widening of the stream and 
the removal of docks, bridges, buildings, and 
the lowering of tunnels that will cause trou- 
ble and expense, and Chicago must take thé 
initiative if anything is to be done. 

‘The widening of ‘the river can doubtless 
be obviated to a large extent by dog away 
with the old style of central abutment 
bridges and substituting in their stead the 
new Bascule bridges. Other lake cities are 
moving in this direction. I received a dis- 


patch a few days ago from the attorney of the 


Lake Carriers’ Association at Cleveland 
stating that the City of Cleveland had voted 
to issue $500,000 worth of bonds for the Per- 
pose of improving the Cuyahoga River, while 


. the little Tewn of Manitowoc has just voted 


$50,000 to get twenty feet of water up to the 
docks. Now, if these cities have enterprise 
enough to move in this matter surely Chi- 
cago, with its great wealth and the enormous 
interest which it has at stake in this matter, 
should feel the necessity of prompt action. 

“Tam particularly anxious to arouse pub- 
lic opinion to the necessity of energetic ac- 
tion in this matter. I want to impress upon 
the people the necessity of taking hold of 
this matter and acting on the lines suggested 
in Maj. Marshall’s report. Something cer- 
tainly must be done, or the city will lose a 
large share of its lake commerce. The idea 
that the marine interests of the city will 
suffer, as has been frequently suggested, is 
erroneous. They will not suffer, the rea- 
son that they will simply go where business 
is to be had. It will be the commerce of Chi- 
cago, not the lake-carrying trade, that will 
suffer.“ 


Mr. Merryweather’s Views. 


George Merryweather, Géneral Western 
agent of the Coxe Bros.’ coal company, and 
treasurer of the Chicago River Improvement 
Association, said he had not read Maj.

New York, July 30.—{Special.]—One of the 
three new air motor cars recently received 
by the Third Avenue Railroad company in 
this city, which it was promised would revo- 
lutionize surface traction, was privately 
tested this morning with the most satis- 
factory results. 

The car was run twice over the One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth street road from the 
North River to the Harlem River. It was 
run at the will of the motorman at a speed 
of from four to fifteen miles an hour, and 
the McPherson brake, with which It is fitted, 
acted with great promptness and efficiency. 

Each car is supplied with a sand box which 
dumps a quantity of sand on the track when 
an emergency requires that the car be 
stopped with more than usual quickness. 
The sand box was tried this morning when 
the car was moving at the rate of twelve 
miles an hour, and the car was stopped ina 
little more.than its length. 

The compressed air reservoir had a press- 
ure of 2,000 pounds to the square inch when 
the car started on its trip. The pressure 
was reduced one-half when 
completed its journey of eight miles. It Is 
estimated that the reservoir will hold enough 
compressed air to propel the car a distance 
of fifteen miles. 


MYSTERY OF A DEATH AT DECATUR. 


Young’ Man Foand Dying in a Box Ca 
and His Frierids Will Not Dis- 
close His History. 


Decatur. III., July 30.—[Special.J]—W. B. 
Carlisle, a young man and a stranger, who 
was found mortally hurt in a Wabash box 
car in the east end of the railway yard near 
the Union elevator last night, expired at the 
hospital tonight at 8:15 o’clock, He did not 
regain consciousness for a minute and the 
authorities are at sea as to how or by whom 
the stranger was assaulted. ; 

The inquest will be held tomorrow and a 
searching investigation will be had. Boys 
have been found who saw and talked with 
the stranger near the elevator last Tuesday. 
He was hanging about the yards apparently 
avoiding notice. This evening, near the box 
car in which Carlisle received the fatal 
blows, was found a thick piece of leather 
such as the railroad companies now use for 
fish plates for fastening joints of rails to- 
gether. 

There are thought to be spots of human 
blood on it. It was discovered in the weeds 
near the car. 

Carlisle was found in thecar by some boys, 
who called the police. The man had evident- 
ly been a victim of a murderous assault. He 
had been struck.on the back of the head with 
some heavy instrument and there was evi- 
dence of a desperate struggle. 

Lying nearmwere a coat and vest and scat- 
tered about on the blood-stained floor were 
a number of letters and some writing paper. 

All that can be learned concerning the man 
is surmised and gathered from the letters 
picked up in the car and presumed to be his 
property. This is a copy of one of the letters 
sent from No. 2205.Olive street, St. Louis, 
and addressed to W. B. Carlisle: 

“July 24, 06. —- Received letter from Lida 
this morning with check inclosed, but was 
unable to make colléction.’ Will return to 
her today’s mail and have her change it to 
a postoffice money order. There will. be no 
trouble about the collection then. Should 
hear from her again next Thursday. Write 
me by that time, and I will be able to remit. 
Will forward cash instead of check, or post- 
office order, as you would probably have 
trouble in collection.

another secret meeting in the offices of J. 
Pierpont Morgan this afternoon. There 
was a full attendance and the session was 
lang, but when the representatives came out 
they refused absolutely to talk in regard to 
their action or.plans. It was understood in 
Wall street, however, that the contract be- 
tween the syndicate members had been ap- 
proved and signed. 

J. Pierpont Morgan is quoted today as say- 
ing: The strength of the exchange market 
today is entirely natural. There are no bills 
against gold shipments and the supply of 
commercial exchange is moderate. The 
demand for exchange is not at all urgent, 
however.“ 

Referring to London cables intimating the 
probability of. shipments of gold to this 
country in the event of a premium of 1 per 
cent being offered here} Mr. Morgan said: 
We do not nged to import gold at this 
time and such movement would complicate 
the situation.

them Hable to the severe penalties: provided 
for_stch violations; 

Now, therefore, that the laws above re- 
ferred to as judicially construed may be 
duly executed, that the international obliga- 
tions of the United States may be fully sat- 
isfied, and that the citizens and all others 
within its jurisdiction being reasonably 
apprised of their legal duty,in the premises 
may abstain from disobedience to the laws 
of the United States, and thereby escape the 
forfeitures and penalties legally consequent 
thereon: 

“I. Grover Cleveland, President of the 
United States, do hereby solemnly warn all 
citizens of the United States and all others 
within its jurisdiction against violations 
of the said laws interpreted as herein be- 
fore explained, and give notice that all such 
violations will be vigorously prosecuted.

The respective merits of the present gold | 
standard and the free coinage of silver at

bate at a meeting of the Metropolitan Liter- 
ary Society at. Quinn Chapel, Wabash av- 
enue and Twenty“fourth street, last evening. 
The yellow metal had the greater number of 
defenders, and evidently the greater number 
of sympathizers in the audience. . 

W. E. De Lacey opened the debate with a 
paper in support of the gold standard. He 
said the gold standard stood for the scrupu- 
lous maintenance of the Nation’s honor and 
credit and for its continued prosperity. Free 
silver, he said, was class legislation, and 
made for the impairment of the Nation’s 
credit, the reduction of wages, and general 
business demoralization. The cheapest 
money in the world was to be found in the 
capital of the greatest gold nation of the 
world, London, where it is lending at 2 per 
cent and even less, while in the silver coun- 
tries of the world it commands 12 per cent. 

The fall in prices was due, he said, to the 
cheapening forces of production. sabor to- 
day, he said, commands more gold than ever 
before in the history of the world. Free 
coinage of silver, he said, simply meant 
silver monometallism. ‘ 

D. L. Wilsot-followed with a paper in 
defense of silver. He said that the twenty 
years previqus to 1873 had-been the most 
prosperous in the history of the world, and 
that following the demonetization of silver 
in that year panic and depression had set 
in, followed by a steady and ruinous falling 
in prices.

„ ou are right, Mr. Spokesman, in saying 
that the Republican party stands now, as it 
has always stood, for a sound and stable cur- 
rency and for the maintenance of all its 
money of every kind at parity and always 
equal to the best money of the best civilized 
nations of the earth. [{Applause.]

Must Not Degrade the Currency. 


Our currency today is good—all of it as 
good as gold—and it is the unfaltering de- 
termination of the Republican party to so 
keep and maintain it forever.

SECRETARY CARLISLE EXPLAINS, 


Letter in Reply to a Question About 
Free Silwer and Life Insurance. 

Little Rock, Ark., July 30.—A statement 
was widely published by the press a few 
days ago that President G. L. Greene of the 
Connecticut Life Insurance company of 
Hartford had issued a circular letter to 
policy-holders notifying them that in the 
event that the government adopted the free 
coinage of silver the company would be com- 
pelled to pay all claims in depreciated sil- 
ver coin. a 

Mr. F. W. Alsop of this city sent a clipping 
of this statement to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Carlisle with a request for an expres- 
sion’ on the subject. He has received a re- 
ply from Mr. Carlisle, which is in part as 
follows: 

In case free coinage of silver should be 
established in this country, I presume in- 
surance companies and all other institutions 
would continue to make their payments by 
checks and drafts on banks as heretofore; in 
my opinion the whole volume of our cur- 
reney would sink at once to the silver basis, 
and these checks and drafts would be paid 
in silver dollars or their equivalent, instead 
of gold or its equivalent, as is now the case. 

I presume no one supposes for a moment 
that it would be the duty of the government 
to attempt to keep the standard silver dollars 
coined free for private individuals and cor- 
porations equal in value toa gold dollar; or, 
in other words, that it would be the duty 
of the government to attempt under a sys- 
tem of free coinage to maintain the parity 
cf the two metals. The dollars would be 
coined on private account and delivered to 
private individuals and corporations as their 
own property, the government having no in- 
terest whatever in them, and being, there- 
fere, under no obligation to sustain them 
by guaranteeing their value. 

Under our existing system all silver dol- 
lars are coined on account of the government 
and are issued by the government in the 
payment of its expenditures and other obli- 
gations, and it would be an act of bad faith 
therefore to permit them to depreciate. Very

Tue Hollanders are seriously considering 
the feasibility of protecting their colony of 
Achin by the same methods with which in 
the past they have protected their own 
country. It is proposed to construct a series 
of dykes, covering an area of some 6,000 
hectares, and a reservoir in the Achin River. 
By this means in any case of emergency the 


territory outside the dykes could be inun- 


dated. It is also proposed to construct two 
moles at the mouth of the river and a fort- 
ress as a defense of the port. The thrifty 
Dutch regard this plan not alone from the 
military point of view, but as one which will 
enhance the prosperity of their possession. 


— — 


THe Hamburger Nachrichten, Bismarck’s 
organ, sees no danger of a dissolution of the 
triple alliance in the near future. It asserts 
Austria cannot withdraw, as she would be 
dangerously isolated. It says: : 

She could only secure herself against Russia b 
leaving both Bosnia and her sphere of interest 
in the Balkans in the lurch—a sacrifice at any rate 
not demanded by the present condition of things— 
or by contracting a French alliance—a contingen- 
cy, for many reasons, remote so long as no Or- 
leanist restoration occurs in France.and no priest- 
ridden Emperor succeeds to the Austrian throne, 
So far as human judgment can discern, the Aus- 
tro-German compact, as an element of the triple 
alliance, thus appears to be assured against all 
eventualities. 1 

It does not regard the Austro-Ttallan alli- 
ance, however, as so certain, since there 
exist certain radical differences between 
the two countries, yet it has little doubt 
that German influence wil] be strong enough 
to keep them both in the alliance, since 
without Italy the value of the alliance to 


Germany would be problematical. 


WHAT DOES BRYAN REALLY MEAN! 
Upon receiving the news at Lincoln, Neb., 
last Saturday that the Populist convention 
at St. Louis had rejected the Popocratic 
nominee for Vice-President, and had sub- 
stituted Tom Watson of Georgia, Mr. Bryan 


issued the following statement: 

Lincoln, Neb., July 25.—When the Populists de- 
-cided/to nominate a Vice-President first Senator 
Joneg Chairman 6f the National Democratic com- 
mitte wired. me as follows: Populists nom- 
inate Vice-President first. If not Sewall what 
shall we do? Answer quick. I favor your dec- 
lination in that case.“ 

I wired him immediately as follows: 

J entirely agree with you. Withdraw my 
name if Sewall is not nominated.“ 

These dispatches were published in this morn- 
ing’s papers, and the convention understood my 
position. In spite of this they have seen fit to 
nominate me. Whether I shall accept the nom- 
ination or not will depend entirely upon what con- 
ditions are attached to it. 

My first desire is to aid in securing the immedi- 
ate restoration by the United States of the free 
and unlimited coinage of gold and silver at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for 
the aid or consent of any other nation. The Re- 
publican platform declares that the bimetallic sys- 
tem should be restored, but asserts that we, as a 
people, are helpless to secure bimetallism for our- 
selves until foreign nations come to our assist - 
ance, ‘ 

We cannot afford to surrender our right to legis- 
late for our people upon every question, and so 
long as that right is disputed no other question can 
approach it in importance. 

We have made this long extract for the 
purpose of showing the latest workings of 
Mr. Bryan’s brain on the currency question. 
It appears to be identical with the state of 
his mind when he delivered his Centralia 
and Kansas City speeches. On both occa- 
sions he harped on the same point. 

There is no Republican or sound money 
Democrat who denies the power of the 
United States Government (which includes 
both Houses of Congress) to pass a bill for 
the immediate free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, without the aid or consent of 
any other nation. Congress can authorize 
any’ person to take his silver bullion to a 


mint and have every 371 grains of it coined 


into a legal tender dollar, which he may put 
into circulation in any way he pleases, in- 
cluding the payment of his debts. With 53 
cents’ worth of gold 371. grains of silver can 
be purchased in any part-of the world by a 
speculating sharp who wants to change that 
weight of silver bullion into standard silver 
dollars for the liquidation of debts. 

Thus far it is plain sailing for Mr. Bryan’s 
scheme without the help of any other nation. 
He says that the Republican platform de- 
clares that the bimetallic system should be 
restored, but. asserts that.“ we as a people 
are helpless to secure bimetallism for our- 
selves until foreign nations come to our as- 
sistance,” and then he adds with a grand 
flourish: “ Wecannot afford tosurrender our 
right to legislate for our people upon any 
question, and so long as that right is dis- 
puted no other question can approach it in 
importance.” 

This is all froth and no beer. It is“ boy 
oratory.” Sensible men do not talk in that 
gaseous manner.

THE CHICAGO RIVER. 

The statements made by Maj. Marshall 
in his report on the improvement of the 
Chicago River may not be pleasant reading 
fothe owners of dock property and others 
who want that stream put in conditiog- to 
accommodate any vessel that can enter any 
other port on the lakes. 

Nevertheless, the facts presented in-the 
report cannot be ignored. Weight has to be 
given them, unless Maj. Marshall’s en- 
gineering capacity is questioned. No one 
seems inclined to do that. He states that 


The capacity of the Chicago River is insufficient 
to accommodate the largest Sized modern vessels 
which require a channel 225 feet in width, 20 feet 
deep, and non-obstructive bridges with spans ex- 
ceeding 60 feet in width. The largest vessels that 
can now use the Chicago River are about 305 feet 
in length, 45 feet beam, and 16 feet load draft. 
To accommodate vessels 450 to 500 feet long, 19 
feet or more draft. and 50 feet beam would re- 
quire changes in many of the bridges, widening 
the river at many points, the removal or lowering 
of three tunnels, and the practical rebuilding of 
one-half of the docks and wharves along Chicago 
River. 

To do this work will require the expendi- 
ture of a great dealof money. Mayor Swift 
speaks of thirty millions. That may be too 
high an estimate, but the cost will rot be 
slight. So the question, Who is to furnish 
the money? is a pertinent one. 

It is well known thatthe city has no funds, 
and the taxpayers are not inclined to add to 
their municipal burdens, The drainage dis- 
trict is obliged to spend only a little money 
on the river to get the water it needs, and 
cannot be made to contribute any more. 
The General Government certainly is not 
going to assume all the expense. It is not 
going to construct a number of new bridges 
across the river and its branches to replace 
present bridges which are an obstruction to 
navigation.

Perhaps they are not prepared to contribute 
a cent, directly or indirectly, but want the 
General Government to pay for all the work 
which is done. There is no likelihood it will 
do so, especially when it can compel the 
City of Chicago to do much of the work. 

A suggestion is made by Maj. Marshall 
which deserves consideration. It is this: 

For local demands will it not be sufficient, at 


not too great dost, to deepen the Chicago River 
after lowering, its tunnels and making minor 


‘changes to accommodate vesse!s of same length and 


beam as now use the river, but of increased draft? 

Some ot the best informed marine men on the 
great lakes insist that such vessels can carry 
freight as economically as the largest vessels yet 
proposed, even in the open lakes. In channels ob- 
structed by many bridges, even if of great width 
of channel, the smaller and more handy vessels of 
such tonnage will have an undoubted advantage. 

Vesselmen and the owners of dock prop- 
erty ought to study over this proposition. It 
may be worth their while to work for some- 
thing of this kind, rather than to clamor for 
costlier and far more extensive improve- 
ments which there is no probability of their 
obtaining. It is better to get something 
than nothing.

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WELCOME TO TWO SEASONABLE FRIENDS 
It William Henry Sargent had not taken 
the precaution to stop hauling lobster pots 
and summon to the shore at Laneville, in 
Plum Cove, Mass., a number of other peo-

report ever was seen. But since it is im- 
probable that so many people could be vie- 
tims simultaneously of the same optical de- 
lusion, or could agree on the same form of 
misrepresentation, it must be accepted that 
Mr. Sargent and his fellow-spectators act- 
ually saw a “sea serpent with two large 
humps back of the head at intervals of ten 
feet.“ This camel-likefmonster appears to 
have followed the traditional serpentine 
course in other respects, for when Mr. Sar- 
gent and some other gentlemen who are 
accustomed. to haul lobster pots attempted 
pursuit it “wabbled its humps,”’ probably in 
derision, and with an “ undulating motion 
moved with great speed and disappeared. 
The report of these remarkable proceedings 
on the part of the double-humped creature, 
Mr. Sargent, and all the people concerned 
comes from Gloucester, Mass., and the 
thoughtfulness of the correspondent in not 
forgetting to have the creature“ undulate ” 
more than compensates for the lack of any 
particular reference to its “ fire-ball eyes.”

STOP THE SCORCHING: 

It is time for bicycle riders to realize 
that the countless Warnings àugainst all 
forms of reckless riding that are commonby 
termed “scorching” are not pleasantries 
or perfunctory admonitions to be disre- 
garded at.discretion. The tragedy of Tues- 
day night, when William Klenk, an inex- 
perienced rider, Was run down at a street 
crossing by a woman and died within a few 
hours, is a Sickening evidence that it will 
be necessary to make an exa mple of some of 
the more flagrant law-breakers before pub- 
lic security can be assured. In this instance 
the woman approached the crossing at a 
high rate of speed, according to the testi- 
mony of many witnesses, and since Klenk 
was slowly turning this must have been the 
fact to make possible the violent collision 
that éusued. Such carelessness is criminal 
to the highest degreé, and her culpability 
was intensified by her subsequent refusal 
voluntarily to reveal her identity. There 


had been wide publicity of the circum- | 


| 


stances and resulf of the accident, and yet 
she did not come forward to accept the re- 
sponsibility. The sympathy that would 
have been extended to her because of the 
unfortunate mishap will be much mitigated 
by her own conduct, unless she can satis- 
factorily explain it away. 

It is a matter of wonder that similar ac- 
eidents have not been more frequent, and 
there can be no question that drastic action 
must be taken to reduce the possibility of 
a repetition in the future to the smallest 
degree. Bicycle riders must approach cross- 
ings slowly and with caution, so as to be able 
to dismount readily if occasion require. 
This man who was killed appears to have 
exercised all reasonable care. His passage 
was blocked for a time by a string of other 
wheels, and he did not attempt to cross until 
he saw apparently. a clear space. The 
wheel that ran him down came 50 swiftly 
out of the darkness he was given no chance 
to escape. Pedestrians generally are sub- 
ject to great inconvenience and danger by 
this form of recklessness, and women and 
children especially are placed in imminent 
peril of serious injury or death. Their nat- 
ural timidity causes them often to become 
panic-stricken by the swiftly rolling wheel 
and to dodge directly in the path of danger. 


The speed of wheels at crossings must be 80. 
regulated that all such calamities be made 


practically impossible. i 
A case quoted in the Law Journal shows 


how this matter is treated in the English 
courts. The defendant there, who had run 
down a pedestrian at a crossing, was sen- 
tenced to four months’ imprisonment at 


hard labor, and the Judge accompanied the. 


decision with a severe arraignment of the 
fast-riding habit. As the Law Jourffel says: 

Laws or ordinances on this subject, aon all 
others, are made only for those who are either 
mentally or morally deficient, and not for those 
who are intelligent and conscientious enough not 
to need them. The interesting and innocent party

MILKMEN FORSAKE THEIR ROUTES 
AND HIE TO TROUT LAKE. 


There, Four Thousand Strong, They 
Witness All the Races Under the 
Sun, Study the Source of the Busi- 
mess’ Profit, and Finally, After the 
Jolliest Sort of a Time, Come Back 
with a Bagful of Money Skimmed 
Off the Tickets.

And go she did, and with her went her 
father and her brothers and all the rest of 
the family. f 

People drank their coffee without créam 
in the evening, and every baby in Chicago 
sobbed bitter tears, while away out by Elgin 
the merry milkmen and the milkmaids spent 
all day yesterday running races for patent 
churns and looking across pastures at 
strange-looking animals called cows. 

It was the first annual picnic of the Chi- 
cago Milk Dealers’ Association. With an 
idea of the eternal fitness of things the com- 
mittee selected Trout Park as the proper 
place for the event. 1 

Trout Park, as the name suggests, is 
well watered itself, besides being located 
on the north bank of the Fox River. It is 
two miles on the far side of Elgin, as the 
milkmen say, / 

The milkmen belonging to the association 
are mainly the small dealers who run from 
one to five wagons. They have been or- 
ganized over a year, but yesterday was the 
first time they have gone in a body to the 
woods to study the animal called cow in 
her native heath, 

They went out to the park in four trains, 
the earliest one leaving the city at 9 o’clock 
in the morning and the latest one not until 
1 in the afternoon. 

There were over 4,000 of the members and 
their friends in the woods of Trout Park 
when the festivities of the day began with 
the slaughter of a baseball nine called the 
Dundees by another nine called the Kelly 
Brothers. The Kelly Brothers fell upon the 
innocent Dundees with great fury and de- 
feated them 16 to 4. 

The Dundees would not have got even the 
four runs had not one of them hit a fly over 
into an adjoining pasture when the bases 
were full. The Kelly Brothérs’ left fielder 
went after the ball and would have got 
underit in time to have caught it, only the 
spot of ground on which the ball was falling 
was occupied by a huge red beast with 
horns. 

The left fielder filed in dismay and sat on 
the top of a barbed wire fence until a relief 
party composed of three small boys, natives 
of Elgin, went to the rescue and drove the 
terrible creature away. 

Then came races which lasted until the 
shades of night had fallen. There was every 
sort of race from a potato race to a three- 
legged race. There were girls’ races, wom- 
en's races, smoking races, bald-headed men's 
races. The only kind of races not included 
at the milkmen’s picnic was a mill-race, the 
simple suggestion of which aroused severe 
frown on the part of the committee. 

The prizes were most appropriate, con- 
sisting of milk jars, ice-cream freezers, milk 
testers, and alarm clocks. Some enemy of 
the association sent a water pitcher and an- 
other wag hung up an umbrella. Some of 
the prizes were quite expénsive and aroused 
so much enthusiasm and zeal that the aom- 
mittee had difficulty in hiring two or three 
persons to stay out of the contests in order 
that they might act as judges. 

The most exciting race was the “ bald- 
headed milkmen’s race.“ President Thomas 
McIntyre was entered in this race and wus 
expected to win, but an unknown, who had 
an advantage because he had even less 
hair on his head than the President; sprang 
away at the crack of the pistol and left Mr. 
McIntyre several lengths behind. 

At this critical moment the red cow who 
had previously. played with the Dundee ball 
nine ambled up to the fence and gave a 
prolonged ‘‘ moo-00-00,’V like a steamboat 
lost in the fog. As the President heard the 
portentous sound behind his back his fear 
was so great that he flew wildly down the 


The unknown baldhead was so far behind 
when President ‘McIntyre went under the 
wire that the committee flagged him. The 
unknown’s friends talked for awhile of.con- 
testing the result of the race on the ground 
that the cow had been pacemaker for the 
President, which was clearly against the 
rule. 

After the races and games were all over 
the members of the association listened to 
an address by President McIntyre, and a

| KLAMATH A FAST ONE. | 


CALIFORNIA HORSE WINS THE 2:00 
TROT AT CLEVELAND. 


Bouncer and Kentucky ion Sell 
Equal Favorites, but Have to Be 
Contented with Place Money—Miss 
Jennings Steps Four Great Miles in 
the 2:25 Pace, Beating a Big Field 
of Good Ones—Candidate for Cham- 
pionship Honors. 


Cleveland, O., July 80.—[Special.]—The 
famous track at Glenville was in record- 
breaking condition today and the harness 
racers took full advantage of it. Though it 
was uncomfortably hot and there were 
counter attractions in the city, where the 
centennial celebration is still on, a erowd of 
more than 5,000 patronized the sulkies. The 
honors for speed were divided between the 
trotters and pacers, a representative of each 
gait doing a mile in 2:08. 

While Klamath’s performance was a 
great one he is a well-seasoned trotter, 
whereas the pacing filly, Miss Jennings, is 
not quite 4 years old and had only started 
three times before. She was bred in Tennes- 
see and brought to Pennsylvania before she 
was developed. Last season she did nothing, 
but came out this year and won a long race 
at Pittsburg in June. Here she scored 2:22 
on a half mile track and soon after changed 
owners, Dave Phillips, a rich young oH deal- 
er, getting her for about $1,000, So well 
were the merits of Miss Jennings concealed 
that she joined the grand circuit hére with 
little or no reputation. When she started in 
the 2:25 pace today Planet, the unbeaten 
horse from Terre Haute, was a prime favor- 
ite over her. 

The first heat uncovered the mare, for she 
stepped off at a clip the others could not 
stand and won easily in 2:09%. This changed 
the betting at once and when Geers made his 
drive with Mocking Boy in the second heat, 
after Miss Jennings had led the way to the 
last quarter, she scudded away from the 
Buffalo colt and finished as strong as before 
in 2:08%. As Planet had been kept in re- 
serve up to this point there was stilla chance 
that he might stop the filly’s rapid march to 
victory. 

Miss Jennings Is Fouled. 

The two set out a pace that left the others 
far behind in the third, heat, and as they 
turned home Miss Jennings had the best of 
it. Starr called on Planet and the game 
little horse responded with a rush that 
brought him nearer to the fllly. Just When 
there was a prospect of her downfall Planet 
staggered, made a wild break, and dashing 
past Miss Jennings on the run, struck her 
sulky and knocked her off her stride. Be- 


fore she could recover Mocking Boy had the 


lead, and in spite of a gallant effort on the 
mare’s part the Village Farm pacer was a 
neck ahead in 2:00%. 

George Starr hurried to the stand and ex- 
plained to the judges that while Planet had 
fouled Miss Jennings it was because he had 
lost control-of him when he made the break. 
As this had cost the mare the heat the of- 
fender was distanced. There was some 
doubt as to whether Miss Jennings could 
carry her speed after the accident, but she 
settled all questions as to that by playing 
with Mocking Boy in 2:09%. This is the 
fastest race to the credit of a 4-year-old 
pacing mare, and brings out another formid- 
able candidate for the championship, now 
held by Angie D. 

The 2:19 trot, which was all but finished 
yesterday, only required one more heat 
today, Derby Prince was still master of the 
situation, though Edmonia looked danger- 
ous until she lost her stride on the home- 
Stretch. 

Newcastle Beats Jimmy Hague. 

New Castle was the tip for the 2:15 trot, 
but Jimmy Hague made it interesting for the 
local favorite, getting two heats when the 
other gelding was unsteady and only a foot 
behind in the fifth one. 


Though the 2:00 trot came late it held the 


crowd. Bouncer from New York and Ken- 
tucky Union, fresh from triumphs in the 
West, each brought $100 in the opening pools, 
Klamath worth $60, Lord Clinton $30, Ono- 
qua $20, and the field 88. Andrews made no 
move with Bouncer in the first heat and was 
fined $25 for disobeying the new rule, while 
all bets on the mare for the heat were de- 
_clared off. 

Kentucky Union took the pole from Kla- 
math in this mile, but he had no trouble in 
regaining the lead when they reached the 
hemestretch. As the mare fell back Lord 
Clinton came on and forced Klamath out in 
2:00. Bouncer made a splendid effort to 
reach Klamath in the second heat, but had 
to trot around so many of the field that she 

could only get to his saddle. The mile in 
2:08 equals the record the sturdy bay geld- 
ing made last year, and he ended matters by 
another rapid finish, overhauling Kentucky 
Union at the distance and leaving her two 
lengths behind in 2:10%. Bouncer found the 
clip too fast, 
divided second and third moneys with Ken- 
tucky Union. 

Four-in-Hand Fails. 


The four-in-hand team of trotters from 
Chicago made three attempts to improve 
their own champion record of 2:30, but 2:32% 
was their limit today.

_her affairs will carry out the wish. 


The Social Settlement is not a charitable 


‘institution, although no charge is made for 


the benefits conferred, its object being to 


‘gather together young people for the pur- 


pose of social advancement. Yh connection 


-with the settlement there are now four 


boys’ clubs, a sewing school, a kindergarten, 
and a chorus club,.embracing altogether a 
membership of 125. Miss Cordelia Kirkland, 
a sister, will probably take temporary 
charge of the settlement, which will be 
heartily supported by present and former 
pupils of the Kirkland School.

The girl had already decamped and y 
Schwartz followed her. Both went to th 
home of Schwartz, where the’young woman 
remained over night. A week later, when 
the couple returned home from the park one 
evening, Mr. Vaneslow repeated the whip- 
ping. This time, too, the young woman ac- 
companied Schwartz to his home. 

The evening preceding the elopement 
Schwartz visited the girl's father and asked 
for her hand in marriage. He was ejected 
from the premises and told to discontinue 
his attentions to Elsie.

After a search of two days Detectives 
Bailey and Fish of the Englewood Police 
Station yesterday morning arrested the 
young woman who on Wednesday night ran 
into or collided with William Klenk at Fit 
ty-seventh and Morgan streets, and whic 
later resulted in the death of the young man. 
At the same time they arrested the young 
woman’s escort, clearing up a mystery that 
threatened to continue indefinitely. 

The prisoners gave bail in the sum of 
each on charges of criminal carelessness, 
and will appear before the Coroner this 
morning, when the matter will be probed 


thoroughly. Those under arrest are:

Mulligatawney soup—Brown half ofa 
small chicken, jointed or cut in small pieces, 
with half a green pepper, half an onion, and 
half an ounce of ham, all diced; cover with 
thin broth, add a cupful of shredded vege- 
tables of any and all kinds, a teaspoonful of 
curry, @ slice of egg plant, half an apple cut 
intodice, and two tablespoonfuls of uncooked 
rice. Use sufficient broth to make two 
quarts when done, anécook for half an Zur. 

Fillets of sole A la reine are stuffed, rolled, 
and served in a white sauce. 

Fricandeau. of beef a la Milanaise—Lard 
about three pounds of rump or sirloin and 
sprinkle it over with a mixture‘Sof three 
pounded cloves, six whole allspice, and two 
blades of mace, all pounded fine and mixed 
with salt and pepper. Put it into a stewpan 
with a pint of thin stock, a glass of white 
wine, a bunch of herbs, and two shallots ora 
small sliced onion. Simmer very slowly un- 
til tender, keeping the pan closely covered. 
Dish the meat and surround with a Milanaise 
garnishing. 

To make this, cut into dice half a dozen 
mushrooms and as much in.bulk of cooked 
smoked tongue; place them in a saucepan 
with half a pint of cooked rice, half a pint 
of tomato sauce, and half a pint of Madeira 
sauce, with salt and pepper and three table- 
spoonfuls of grated Parmesan or Swiss 
cheese; simmer ten minutes. The Madetra 
sauce may be made by thickening some of 
the liquor in which the beef was cooked and 
adding half a glass of Madeira. yO.

A new soporific, to which the name pellotin 
has been given, has been discovered in a 
Mexican cactus called anhalonium. The 
native Mexicans eat: slices of the plant. 
which they call “ pellote.” Its hypnotic 
alkaloid has been separated by Dr. Hefter 
of Leipsic. One grain of pellotin is equal in 
its effects to 15% grains of trional and 31 
grains of hydrate of chloral. It is effective 
in quieting delirium tremens only in large 
doses. .

The policemen detailed on the case 
interviewed every person who visited the 
scene of the accident, but not one could 
throw any light on the identity of the per- 
sons wanted. 


Strike a Clew. 


As a result Detectives Bailey and Fish, 
who were detailed on the case, started out 
without a clew that would assist them. 
Wheelmen were interrogated and finally 
one was found who said on the night in 
question he met a young woman and male 
companion in the vicinity of Morgan and 
Fifty-seventh streets. The young man was 
particularly noticeable from the fact that 
he wore stockings with a deep yellow border, 
knee pants, a cap of a grayish material, and 
a black coat. With this description, which 
perhaps fitted a score of cyclers, the de- 
tectives began their search. 

Several bicycles clubs were visited and the 
members were asked about a man who wore 
stockings of that hue. The search led to 
Loomis and Harrison streets and then to 
Morgan and Polk, where a member of a club 
was found who had remembered that the 
man had been the guest of a club on the 
North Side. The club was visited and a mem- 
‘ber told the detectives he had a friend who 
wore stockinge of the yellow kind and he 
had taken a run to Evanston but a short 
ime before. To the friend in question the 

icers went and learned from the man who 
took the Evanston run that Bert Fisk of En- 
glewood wore the marked stockings. Fisk, 
it was stated, worked at the Nickel-Plate 
shops, and to that place yesterday morning 
the two detectives went. 


Fisk Is Surprised. 


Bailey and Fish had decided when they 
learned that Fisk lived in Englewood that 
he was the eScort of the young woman in 
question, and they had nearly decided that 
if Fisk was arrested he would at once tell 
the story of the accident. ' 
when he entered the Nickel-Plate offices and 
the detectives were waiting for him.

The efforts to force down car- 
rying charges failed to prove effective, and 
from 4% to 5 points were charged for turn- 
ing Diamond Match, which would indicate 
interest rates of nearly 25 per cent, with cor- 
responding high charges on other stocks. 
Notwithstanding the high interest rates 
there was a little improvement shown in the 
stocks and sales Were fairly heavy. New 
York gave the cue for depressed markets 
shortly after the opening, and the local mar- 
ket was quick to follow the lead given.

The market for 
stock seems to be largely speculative, and, 
so far as may be judged by surface jndica- 
tions, the investing public is not in the mar- 
ket for this form of securities. J. 

Bonds are in even less demand. These 
lack the speculative feature that pertains 
to stock and all ot the bond houses complain 
of dullness. The New York bonds, for 
which so few bids were received, would un- 
der ordinary conditions be considered an 
excellent form ot investment. In ordinary 
‘times a 3 per cent gold bond issued by a 
municipality having the wealth there is in 
New York would not only sell ata premium, 
but would be largely oversubscribed. In 
this instance gold bonds drawing interestat 
the rate of 3% per cent are not wanted, and 
for a total issue of $3,800,000 bids were re- 
ceived for less than one-half at prices rang- 
ing from par to 105. Chicago is usually a 
good bond market. There are a good many 
people who are seeking for this form of se- 
curity as being one of the safest forms of 
investment. It was considered somewhat 
strange, therefore, that an issue of bends

Asa matter of fact 
the Chicago bond houses were not bidders 
for these bonds. This shows the state of 
stagnation in which business interests are 
at present. /It shows that the average holder 
ot capital would prefer to lose interest 
rather than tie his money up before he Is as- 
sured of its repayment in money of a like 
value. | 

Foreign Exchange for Timid Ones. 

There is no question that money is going 
out of this country to be hoarded against 
possible adverse legislation. There are 
many who believe the free silver craze will 
permanently affect values, and these are 
the people who 4 sending their money 
abroad, where théy are certain of its being 
redeemed in gold. Interest rates in London 
are practically nothing at the present ume, 
and the man who buys foreign exchange at 
the present time will not only lose interest, 
but he will also find he will have to pay a 
premium when he wants his.money returned. 

Diamond Match was the principal stock in 
point of activity yesterday, with total sales 
of 3,406 shares; of which 3,300 shares were 
account sales. Match opened at 223 ac- 
count, sold up to 224, and went off to a close 
at 222. The stock sold regular at 118 and 
118%.

Mr. Yerkes Watches His Stocks. 


Charles T. Yerkes is still keeping close 
watch on the North and West Chicago cable 
stock and a great deal of the buying that has 
been done recently has been done for his ac- 
count. It may be said in fact that the mar- 
kets have been sustained entirely by orders 
from him and his associates. He has un- 
doubtedly had to take on a lot of stock and 
he is credited with the intention of mas- 
taining prices even if he has to buy 
more stock than has come out yet. He will 
stay on the ground or in New York, which 
is practically the same for him, until the 
Hurry is over. When this is the case he may 
return to Europe to complete his summer va- 
cation. It is not likely, however, Mr. Yerkes 
will see Europe until next spring. Mean- 
time he is keeping his eye on people who have 
— bearish in North and West Chicago ca- 

es. 

The operations of the New York syndicate 
which was formed to control the export of 
gold has been successful so far in preventing 
the shipment ofthe yellow metal. At the rate 
at which gold was being sent out there would 
have been from 510,000,000 to $20,000,000 
shipped since the time of the forming of the 
syndicate. As it is there has not been a sin- 
gle shipment and the reserve stands now at 
the same figure as when the last of the de- 
posits of the bankers was completed. J. 
Pierpont Morgan, who is the Chairman of the 
Committee of Foreign Bankers, and who is 
mainly responsible for its existence, said in 
an interview yesterday there was little in 
many of the statements made regarding 
the operations of the syndicate. It is a 
secret as to the manner in which the syndi- 
cate is conducting operations, though there 
iz nothing very mysterious about it. For a 
period of three months the syndicate agrees 
to maintain the price of foreign exchange 
at a price at which the shipment of gold 
could only be made at a loss. The syndicate 
guarantees the foreign exchange ‘bankers 
against loss during that period, but any prof- 
its there may be in the.operation ‘of the syn- 
dicate will go to the members of the syndl- 
cate.

* will be in Chicago to resume the 
investigation, commenced by e 
Morrison at Kansas City about two months 
ago, of the complaints against the various 
Western roads, charging them with the 
manipulation of grain rates in dlrect viola- 
tion of the inter-State commerce law. 
The investigation grows out of the cutting 
of grain rates last winter dy the gulf roads, 


‘which caused the serious diversion of grain 


to New Orleans and Galveston and which 
forced the roads running east from Kansas 
City to take retallative measures in order 
to get a share of the business. 

The complaint was originally brought by 
the Wichita, Kas., Board of Trade, which 
claimed that rates were being made that dis- 
criminated against that city. : 

The investigation at Kansas City, which 
was conducted by Commissioner Morrison 
alone, brought to light important facts that 


led to the suspicion that many of the roads- 


were guilty of violation of the law. The evi- 
dence pointed strongly to the Great West- 
ern and the Missouri Pacific, but other roads 
also appeared to be implicated. 

It was shown by the Santa Fé that it 
brought enormous quantities of grain from 
trans-Missouri points into Kansas City, but 
carried scarcely any out of that city. It was 
further shown that the Missouri Pacific and 
Chicago Great Western had secured an un- 
due proportion of the grain shipped out of 
Kansas City. The Chicago Great Western 
does not deny that it took large quantities of 
grain out of Kansas City at' reduced rates, 
but claims to have acted in striet conformity 
with the law. 

Just what the investigation next Tuesday 
will reveal is hard to tell, but sensational 
developments are anticipated. It will bethe 
first hearing of any consequence since the 
Supreme Court rendered its decision in the 
Brown case, upholding the constitutionality 


of the act compelling witnesses to testify. ° 


Railroad officials will no longer be able to 
refuse answering questions on the ground 
that ft uld incriminate them.

CRUSADE AGAINST THE SCALPERS. 


New Louisiana Law to Be Enforced by 

‘ Southern Pacific. 

The Southern Pacific is trying to secure 
the coéperation of roads with Southern con- 
nections in its contemplated crusade against 
ecalpers in Louisiana. It has sent abroad a 
warning that as soon as the new Louisiana 
law, which provides against miscarriage of 
passenger tickets, goes in effect it will open 
the prosecution throughout the territory 
tributary to its lines. 

Attorneys of the road are of the opinion 
that the Loulsiana act is applicable to the 
inter-State commerce law, and the test will 
be watched with interest by all lines. 

With the aid-of other roads the Southern 
Pacific will make an effort to have restrictive 
laws against scalpers passed in all Southern 
States. All violators of the law, Southern 
Pacific officials say, will be sought out and 
brought before the tribunal. Under the con- 
struction of this act it is claimed there will 
be no loophole for escape.

St. Paul Road Adopts New Device for 
the Handling of Wheels.

socket secured to the wall and adapted to

The holding plate, which is kept in posi- 
tion by a spring, is cushioned to prevent 
marring.

June 1 of this year the total amount of 
money in circulation was 1,521 millions, or 
$21.35 per capita. The money in circulation 
now is made up of gold and silver coin, green- 
backs, Sherman notes, silver and gold cer- 
tificates, and-national bank notes. Every 
dollar now is worth its face in gold.

Silver and Gold. 4 
Chicago, July 27.— [Editor of The Tribune.] 
Woll you please answer the following ques- 


tions x. 
What was the commercial (not coinage) 


ratio between gold and silver in 1873? And 


if it was 16 to 1 or less, that is, if 16 parts 


of silver was worth a little more than one 
part of gold, what was the reason for partly 
demonetizing silver at that time? 

Would the remonetization of silver by the 
United States alone have the effect of bring- 
ing the commercial ratio down to about 16 
to 1, because of the larger demand for sil- 
ver which it would create? 

The commercial ratio in 1872 was 15.92 to 
1. The silver dollar was still worth a little 
more than a gold dollar. It was dropped 
from the list of coins because it was worth 
more, and when coined would not circulate 
for that reason. As there were no silver 
dollars, none were demonetized. 

By the ‘“ remonetization of silver” the 
correspondent means doubtless the free 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, which 
is not the commercial ratio. Free coinage 
might increase momentarily the gold value 
of silver bullion, but for a moment only, 
but the increased price would stimulate 
production and the price would go down 
again. There are in the world now outside 
the United States about 2,900-million ounces 
of coined and uncoined silver. Those ounces 
would coin into 3,700 million American dol- 
lars, to be added to the 500 million on hand 
now. The yearly product of silver will 
make 200 million dollars. ‘The supply of sil- 
ver will outrun any possible American de- 


mand. 2 


Payable in Gold Value Money. 

Chicago, July 27.—{Editor of The Tribune.) 
—Will Fou please inform your readers just 
in what consists the dishonor when the 
debtors, including this government, pay 
their obligations as they have agreed to? 
As regards the government bonds every one 
is payable in coin, and in 1878 a joint reso- 
lution was passed by over two-thirds ma- 
jority to the effect: That this government 
serve notice on its future creditors that it 
is the distinct understanding of this govern- 
ment that it reserves the right to pay its 
obligations in either silver or gold, or in 
other words, that it reserved the right which 
every debtor all over the world always has 
had—namely:. To redeem his obligations 
in the cheapest way to him, so long as he 
observed his contract; and the last Con- 
gress rejected an offer of over *12,000,000 
to make bonds payable in gold, instead of 
in silver or gold, at the oytior of this gev- 
ernment. After doing this do you claim 
those bonds are payable in gold? Yours 
respectfully, : ROBERT . LINDBLOM. 

The Mathews resolution, to which the cor- 
respondent refers, was a concurrent and not 
a joint resolution. That is to say, it was not 
signed by the President. It was not a law. 
It was not the act of the government. It 
was simply an expression of opinion on the 
part of the then Senate and House. That 
the government had’ the right to pay the 
bondholders in either silver dollars or gold 
dollars, as it saw fit. 

That expression 6f opinion did not alarm 
the bondholders, for while the same Con- 
gress enacted a law for the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars, of which there were none in ex- 
istence then, it limited the coinage of those 


than that of the gold coins: Thanks to that 
limitation their value has not been less. . 

The bonded debt in 1878 was 2,256 millions 

Allowing for the recent bond issues 1,200 
millions has been paid off since 1878. Pay- 
ment has been made always in gold or in 
money which was as good as gold. That 
was all the bondholder required. He took 
greenbacks as readily ds gold. He did not 
object if paid in silver certificates, for they 
weré as good as gold. What he wanted was 
gold value, rather than gold. 
In ͤ order that he might be assured of gold 
value payment always Congress declared in 
1890 by a law—not by concurrent resolu- 
tion—that it is “ The established policy of 
the United States to keep Jts silver dollars 
at gold par. Congress enacted a law in 
1893 that it is the policy of the United States 
to insure the maintenance of the parity in 
value of coins of the two metals, and that 
the efforts of the government should be 
directed to the maintenance of “ the equal 
power of every dollar coined or issued by the 
payment of débts.” 

These are the pledges which the present 
holders of United States bonds regard as 
sacred. They believe it would be a viola- 
tion of those express pledges to coin silver 
dollars which have a purchasing power of 
only 50 cents, and use them to pay off the 
outstanding bonds, while all those which 
have been redeemed were redeemed in 100- 
cent dollars. So it would be a violation. 

Tue TRIBUNE asserta that the government 
bonds should be paid in gold value money 
and that it would be dishonest—a gross 
breach of public faith—to y them in any 
other kind of money. It ie true the last 
Congress refused to authorize the sale of
